m ake a n y reliable estim ate, no r is it 
a t all certain th a t o ur Swiss friend 
has. H o w ev er, ho finds tlmt tho to tal 
num ber o f steps ho to o k durin g th e 
who le yea r w as 9,760,900, o r, o n an 
av erage, 26,740 steps each day. 
Go ing still furth e r into details, he 
says th a t o v er 60 0 ,0 0 0 o f these steps 
w ere ta ke n in go ing up an d do w n 
stairs, a n d th at, o n th e av erage, he 
w alked te n m iles a (lay to bring 
abo ut these results.

T he present po pulatio n o f H o lland 
is 4,000,000 an d o f the D utch co lo ­ 
nies 24,000,000. Tho area o f Ho lland
